It is enafied, “ That if a bankrupt 
cannot make it appear that he hath 
fuilained fome cafual lofs, whereby he 
is difabled to pay what he owed, he is 
to be indifted, and fet in the pillory.” 
And by the ftatute of the sth of his 
prefent majefly, intitled, de 42 te pre- 
went the committing of Frauds by Bant- 
rupts, it is alf> enadled, that every 
bankrupt hhall difcover 

“ How, and ia what manner, to 
whom, and upon what confideration, 
and when, he hath difpofed of, aflign- 
ed, or transferred any of his goods and 
effefts not difpofed of in the way of 
his trade, and the ordinary expences of 
his family; and that if he removes, 
conceals, or embezzles any thing to 
the value of zol. with imcent wo de- 
fraud his creditors, he thall be adjudged 
guilty of felony, without benefit of 
clergy.”

This is the account given by the 
French themfelves of their preparations 
for this important fiege; and as we 
never had any authentick account pub- 
lithed, J mvft go on with giving their 
account of the fiege itfelf, which was 
as follows:

Extra& of a Letter from Capt, Archibald Ken- 
nedy, Commander Z bis Majefly’s Sbip the 
Flamborough, to Mr. Cleviand, dated in Li/- 
bon River, the 14th of April, 1760. 

* I failed from hence the 18th ult. in com- 
pany with the Biddeford, Capt. Skinner, upon 
@cruize. Nothing material happeadd until} 
the 4th inftant, on which day I difcovered four 
fail of thips in the N. E, quarter, fteering 
5, by W. right before the wind, The rock of 
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Lifbon, at that time, bore S, S. E. f E. diftant 
36 leagues, I ftood tor them, being toleeward, 
and they not making any alteration in their 
courfe, foon came near, within gun-fhot of the 
headmoft, who brought too at five in the af- 
ternoon. I fired feveral thot to invite her to 
action, fhewing my colours at the fame time. 
About half an hour the fternmoft brought too, 
I perceived them plainly {peaking to each 
other, and to be large frigates of the enemy, 
and one of them making fign:, which I 
judge was for the government of the other two 
fhips, as they immediately made the beft of 
their way. Soon after, the frigates hoifted 
French colours, and bore down upon me: But 
the Biddeford being then about three miles to 
leeward (to whom I. made the fignal before of 
difcovering the enemy) I edged away, and at fix 
joined her, when the enemy inftantly hauled 
their wind, and ftood to the eaftward. We 
purfued them, and I foon came up with the 
iternmoft thip, who poured a broadfide into me, 
which I returned; and leaving her to the 
Biddeford, kept after the headmoft, with whom 
I came up at half paft fix, and engaged as 
Near as it was poffible, without being aboard 
each other, until nine at night, when we dif- 
covered our matts, rigging, and fails, to be-very 
much fhattered, and moft’of the running rig- 
ging cut to pieces, not having a brace or bow- 
line left to govern the fails. The hull did not 
efcape receiving feveral fhot, fome betwixt 
wind and water, which were timely fecured. 
Both parties ceafed firing near half an hour, in 
which time we reeved mew braces, and ré- 
paired all the daraages we had fuftained, in the 
beft manner it was poffible, and then renewed 
the engagement, which continued till eleven 
at night, when the enemy made all thé fail 
they poffibly could, and ufed every effort to ef- 
cape. J puriued her till noon x next day, 
but, to my great concern, fhe had the advan- 
tage of failing fo much better than the Flam- 
borough, that fhe had almoft run us out ‘of 


“fight, otherwife I flatter myfelf 1 thould have 


been able to have given thcir lordfhips a more 
diftinct account of her. The Flamborough 
being much difabled, and every courfe and top- 


fail rendered ufelefs, it was in vain to purfug > 


the enemy any longer, I therefore made the beft 
of my way tor Lifbon, were I arrived the 6th 
inftant. 1am coufident by the latter behaviour 
of the thip which engaged me, that the muft 
have received great damoge, the fury of their 
fire being much abated. 

J had only five men killed and ten wounded; 
amongh the former is Mr. Thomas Price, 
lieutenant of -matines, and the latter Mr. 
Edwards, the boatfwain. They behaved ex- 
tremely well; and I fhould do great injuftice to 
all my officers and men, was I to omit ac- 
quainting their Jordthips, that they behaved 
yn conduct and undaunted courage. The 

iddeford behaved glorioufly, keeping a brifk 
and conftant fire aga nft her antagonift, until 
fome time before ten at night, when I lof 
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fight of her, Since I wrote the above, I have 
heard that the fhips we engaged are king's 
frigates, and came lately from Bref, one of 
36, and the other of 32 guns, 250 men each. 
The largeft is called La Malicieufe, com- 
manded by monfieur de Goimpy, the other 
l'Opale, commanded by monfieur le marquis 
d\Ars. Onthe 7th inftant, I had the great fa- 
tisiadtion to fee the Biddeford fafely arrived 
here ; but it is with the utmoft regret I ac- 
quaint their lordhhips, that Capt. Skynner was 
flain at the beginning of the engagement} 
foon after Mr. Knollis, the licutenant, was 
dangeroully wounded, and died the 1oth in- 
ftant.

Extra of a ter from Mr. Thomas Stace, 
Mafter of bis Majefly’s Ship the Biddeford, to 
Mr. Clewland, dated at Lifoon, April 7, 1760. 
What preceded the under-mentioned aétion, 

Capt. Kennedy, who tranfmits this to their 

lordthips, can beft explain: I fhall only men- 

tion, that when the Flamborough and we 
joined, a little before the engagement, though 
every body was ‘enfible of the fuperior force 
of the two hips ftanding towards us, befides 
that feveral other fhips were in view, to whom 
the enemy feemed to make fignals, we faluted 

each other with three cheers, and ftood in a 

Line for the enemy, who, upon feeing th’s, 

hauled up, and obliged us to make the attack, 

which the Flamborough began (by our glaffes) 

a quarter before feven P, M. and ihe Bidde- 

ford got clofe with the fternmoft and commo- 

dore’s fhip about feven, when the fight began 
with great fury and regularity on both fides. 

About half paft feven, our brave captain was 

unfortunately killed by a cannon-ball. 

Lieutenant Koollis then fucceeded to the 
command, who, with great prefence of mind 
and fteadinels, direéted the action till eight, 
when he dropped, after having received a fe- 
cond fhot in the body: He was carried down 
fecmingly dead. Befides thefe loffes, we were 
sow confiderably damaged in our rigging ; the 
main-top-mait thot away; feveral men killed 
and many wounded. Our people, however, 
were in good fpirits, and the guns well ferved ; 
but the enemy’s fire exceflive hot, 

The engagemeat was continued with obfti- 
macy, and there appeared on each fide a hard 
ftruggle for congucft. Our people were now 
more cool and fteady ; a principle of duty took 
place of rage, and they fought, if poffible, 
better than before; one poft vying with ano- 
ther, gun with gun, and platoon with platoon, 
who thould fend the quickef and fureft de- 
ftruction to their foe: Even numbers of the 
wounded men returned with chearfulnefs to 
their quarters, as foon as the furgeon had dreffed 
theit wounds, which was indeed expeditioufly 
performed. Our enemy going large, under aa 
ealy fail, kept very fair «-breaft of us, during 
the whole action, fo we luckily had no otca- 
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fion to touch a brace or bowline, which were all 
fhot to pieces. About ten their fire flackened 
a-pace, one gun became filent after another, till 
at length they hardly made any return, not dif. 
charging above four guns the laft quarter of an 
hour, thongh very near, and receiving all oug, 
fire. We judged by that they were going to 
ftrike ; bet it feems they were preparing for 
flight; for at half paft ten the made off, with 
every rag of fail they could fet. We thea 
poured a whole broadfide into her, and a volley 
of {mall arms nearly at the fame inftant, which 
were the laft guns we could ever get to bear on 
her. We attempted to purfue her, but found 
we had no eommand of our fhip, the running 
rigging being all cut, the mafts and yards quite 
fhattered and difabled; fhe therefore wen 
a-head very faft, and about half an hour after 
difappeared. What we have chiefly fuffered 
in, is the rigging, no part of which efcaped, 
The hull is very little hurt, and we have only 
nine killed, including the captain ; 26 wound- 
ed, with the lieutenant, the majoaity of whom, 
Iam told, will foon recover.

of eight guns, three pounders, and 17 men, 
who had becn taken by a French privateer, 
about 25 leagues from Antigua, of 34 guns, 
and 104.men, called the Capricieux, Anthony 
Maire, commander, the above 20 being the 
only French on board, the reft being Portu- 
guefe, Spaniards, Swedes, and Dutch, The 
captain of the fhow had made fuch good ule 
of his great guns, during the engagement, as 
to fink the privateer; which the enemy pcr- 
ceiving, were obliged, in order to fave their 
lives, to board the fnow in defpair 5 by which 
means they overpowered Capt. Drew ; when in 
revenge, they maffacred, in the moft unheard- 
ef manner, moft of the crew: Capt. Drew, 
Mr. Bull, and the gunner, are, however, hap- 
pily recovering, after being wounded in many 
parts of their bodies.

Two boys belonging to a country 
butcher, being at ply together, the oldeft bro- 
ther told the younger, he would fhew him the 
way how his father killed theep, and imaic- 
diately feizing him by the head, thruft a knife 
inte his throat, The boy thrieking, the mo- 
ther, who was ftirring the cradle with another 


young one in it, raa out haftily to fee what was

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the matter. The boy feeing his mother, con. 
{cious of his guilt, run away with all fpeed, 
and jumping the mill-dam tumbled in, ang 
was forced down by the water under the mill. 
wheel, where he was crufhed to pieces. And, 
to complete the cataftrophe, the poor mother 
returning home, found the cradle over-turned, 
and the poor mfant fmothered.

They write from Rome of the sth inftant, 
that according to annual cuftom, a lift was 
taken of the inhabitants of that city laft Eafter 
(much after the manner of the antient Ro- 
mans, which they called Luftrum) by which 
they found 155184 inhabitants, confifting of 
36485 houfe-keepers and families, including 
2827 fecular pariih priefts, 3847 monks, 1910 
nuns, 1065 ftudents, 1470 poor in alms-houfes, 
7 blacks, and 52 perfons who did not profefs 
the Romith rehigion ; and that during laft year, 
from Eafter 1759, to Eafter 1760, 5318 chil- 
dren were born, and 7181 perfons died there. 
This calculation was made for $1 parishes 
within the walls, and a circular diftri& of five 
or fix Italian miles without the gates, where 
there are vineyards, courts, houfes, &c. kept 
in pretty good repair; but a tract of fine land 
towards Civita Vecchia, for the diftance of 
30 or 40 miles in length and breadth, is almoft 
uninhabited, and there are but three inns a 
that ipace to entertain travellers.

FOREIGN AFFAIRS, 
HE moft material and authentick account 
we have had, fince our laft, from the 
ye had the alJies in Germany, was as follows: 
Newhaus, May 2. His ferene highnefs 
¢ Ferdinand changed his head-qnarters, on 
‘29th paft, from Paderborn to this place, 
‘ is about the diftance of half a league 
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from thence, The hereditary 1% fill cone 
tinues there. The British troops are under 
orders to be ready to march-on the sth init. 
The rett of the army, itis prefumed, will fooa 
be put in motion, and that the whole will be 
affembled about the rgth or 2oth.—We have 
received an account of a fkirmifh that hap- 
pened on the 28th paft at Vacha, a town upon 
the frontiers of Hefle, which forms the head 
of our chain of cantonments upon the Werra. 
A body of the enemy, confifting of the regi- 
ment of M. d’Apchon, together with fome 
volunteers, made an attack upon that place, 
where colonel Freytag commanded; and, tho” 
our men were at firft obliged, on account of 
the fuperiority of the enemy, to abandon the 
town, yct colonel Freytag took poft on a rifing 
ground near it, where he kept the French in 
play, till two battalions of our grenadiers, 
quartered in the neighbourhood, came to his 
affiftance ; upon who!e approach the French 
retired, but were followed for three leagues, 
attacked, and drove from Geifla, where they 
intended to take up their quarters that night. 
There were only two companis of chaflewus 
on foot, one on horfeback, anda fquadron of 
the black huffars, that had any thare in this 
affair. Our lets, in killed and wounded, 
amounts to about 30 men; that of the enemy 
is four times as confiderablee The French had 
brought a number of waggons from Fulda, 
which they defigned loading with the plunder 
they might get trom Vacha and Hirfchfeldt, 
but were forced to make ufe of them for the 
purpofe of carrying off their wounded mea. 
We have fince had an account, that the Bri- 
tifh, and other troops of the allied army, ac- 
cordingly marched from their cantonments on 
the Fs inftant ; and ‘that the laft divifion ar- 
rived at Paderborn and the adjacent villages on 
the 12th, where the marquis of Granby like- 
wife arrived on the fame day, though by his 
illnefs he had been obliged to continue at O1- 
nabrug for fome. days after the troops had 
marched from thence. On the 14th, all the 
troops marched again fram Paderborn, in order 
for their encamping on the 2oth at Fritelar: 
In the mean tite his ferene highnefs transferred 
his head-quarters firft to Lipftadt, and. after- 
wards to Stadtbergen ; and the allied troops 
left in the bithoprick of Munfter, under the 
command of general Sporke, were to begin 
their march on the 2cth for Dulmen, where 
they are to encamp, in order to make head 
againit the French army forming on the Bower 
Rhine; but it is fuppofed, that neither that 
army, nor the other French army at Frankfort, 
can take the field until after the beginning of 
next month, as their forage-contraétors can- 
not before that time furnith them with a iuf- 
ficient quantity of forage. | 
Op the 3d inft. the prince of Deux-Ponts, 
commander in chief of the army of the em- 
pire, arrived from Vienna at Bam the 
head-quarters of that army, and i iately 
idued orders to prepare for a march, and to 
fend
